Thia eminent banker, and renowun-
ad benefuctor of two hemjspheres, !
‘diod at bis residonco in London, on
‘the 4th inst. The following summary
‘of the prominent events of I;is"lilﬁ'-,
‘we extraet irom the Charleston News :
" In 1795, when George Pealody
Duanvers, Massachusctts,

Washingeron, with all his honors thick
upon him, wore the official robe as
President of the new-born Republic.
His boyhood was uneventful; but in
the war of 1862 he ‘saw actire sorvice
as a volunteer. Steadiness, patience
‘and integrity enabled him to move
sur-ly upward, and in 1837, when he
established himself in Bnglund ho was
‘alreany known gs a capahle and suc-
cessful merchant.  Many moncetary
transactions on the part of the States
of the American Union were entrast-
‘ed to Mr. Peabody, and in revolution-
ary J848 he lurgely coutributed to
‘the restoration of the credit of the
'State of Marylund.

“The public generosity of My, Pen-
body firgt showed itself at the Tuter
‘national Exhibition of 1851, when, at
his own cost, be arranged and decora-
ted the department allotted to the
United Srutes. When the Pranklin
Exploring Expodition was fitted out
in 1852, he contributed largely to its
expense.  Tho beart of the sober
“merchant yearned to his nutive town,
and at @ cost of 8125000 he erceted
at ll:i:llml'y Hhe institute which
bears his name, . To Murylang he
gave SGOHG00; and the maguificent
building in  the ﬁ;::|.u5!'-c_1;ull City,
kaown s the Peabudy Inatitate, is an
anduring momument of his rcl.,-.ol\‘ru.

Tuis enabled hiin to curry out a long-
cherished plan of erceting comforta-
ble and convenient lodging houses
for the working classes. Mr. Pea-
body, for this purpose, gave the City
of Loadon anc and a half* million ol
dars, and now in-every quarter of the
Great City there riee up mujestic
buildings, bearing witness hously to
the wizdom as well as lavish generos-
ity of a great bencfycior of his race.
When the war with the Confoederate
States eame to an untimely end, Aff.
Peabody grave £2.490,00 for the uid of
the common school edueation in the
South. This fund will, in time, worls
incalculable and permanent good,—
This old city has especial cause to
remember his name.” But for the
£ abody fgad, the public schools of
Churleston we-uld have been closed for
at least a scason. '

Tho fame of the ynostentatious
merchant spread firom pole to pole.
[er Majesty, Queen Vietoria, thanked
bim in an autograph fetter for his
manificent gift to the poor of London,
Rivbons, stars or titles pero not to his
taste, and M. Beabody was presented
with a portrait of the Quaen, painted
foer bim by her express gommand.
Andiu his own country he wasno
less honored. The Congress of the
United States, in 1867, passcd a for-
pmal vote, thanking him for his gifte
to tho people.
